The Emperor's Pet Scheme to Make 
ilis Country a Great Naval 
Power. 



Bkkli.n, April :">, — Aa laid bare by the 
emigration bill which the government 
has submitted to the reichstag it will 
hereafter be the settled policy of the 
government to direct the stream of Ger- 
man emigration elsewhere than to the 
United States. Daring the recent cabi- 
net t/ession live out of the bix members 
declared themselves in accord with 
the aims of the Pangerman association 
and the colonial party, namely: To 
£ound in the future as far as circum- 
stances permit large German colonies 
of an agricultural and industrial 
character in .South and Central 
American countries, autonomous and 
uniform make Dp of such col- 
onies not to be politically interfered 
with. The government will encourage 
and prosper as much as possible by 
money grants and political intervention 
wherever required those companies aim- 
ing at settling such colonies. The first 
company was organized on Wednesday 
at Hamburg with the title of the 
Haneeutic Colonization company. Its 
capital is 1,100,001) marks. This 
company bccomeB the heir of the 
assets and privileges of' the Hamburg 
colonial society of 1894, including a ter- 
ritory of about 1,700,000 acres of fertile 
lands in Brazilian state of .Santa Calar- 
ina. The company's grant includes a 
railway from .San Francisco bav to the 
German colonies of Blumebau and 
Jeonsville, theBrazilian government Ret- 
ting hvo per cent, of the capital required 
to construct the railroad. 

The reichstag next fall will be asked 
for application for the purpose of aiding 
the sctieme of Admiral Tier pi lz, who re- 
place Admiral von Hellmann, the seeie- 
tary'of the navy, during the hitter's ab- 
sence on sick leave. Admiral Tierpilz is 
the reputed author of the gigantic 
naval phinB and it is practically certain 
that he will succeed von llellman, who 
will be retired at the close of his leave 
of absence, This shows that the 
Emperor is determined not to aban- 
don his naval scheme. The rad- 
ical papers, however, already declare 
that the reichstag will not grant to Ad- 
miral Tierpilz what it refused to Ad- 
miral von Hellmann. Ilis .Majesty will 
now wait until next session trusting that 
in the meanwhile public opinion will 
grow more favorable to his ideas. 
His Majesty dined this evening 
with Admiral von Hellmann and 
was very indignant at Baron von 
St'umm's attempt to intimidate the 
reichstag by the use of the imperial 
name and utterances. Consequently 
the rather pleasant and intimate rela- 
tions which had hitherto existed be- 
tween Baron von Stumm and His 
Majesty are ended. 

WILL NOT ALLOW IT. 

Russia Stops Turkey's Negotiations With 
Greece. 

London-, April ,3. — A well informed 
diplomat at Vienna declares that the 
powers are determined to maintain the 
blockadeof Greece if that nation declares 
war, and thus deprive her of one of her 
most formidable mentis of attack. 

A report from Athens says that a son I 
of Admiral Harris, the British com- 
mander in Cretan waters, has arrived 
there as a volunteer. It is understood 
that Russia has stopped Turkey's ne- 
gotiations to sell the island of Crete to 
Greece by a threat to occupy Anatolia 
if the negotiations are persisted in.

NEW GUINEA MASSACRE. 

Details of the Murder or Englishmen by 
the Natives-The Whites Clubbed 
and Speared. 

According to mail advices by the War- 
rimoo yesterday the excitement over the 
gold discoveries in New Guinea has not 
dwindled by reason of the massacre of 
the English resident at Mambare. Mr. 
Green, and two other white men named 
Charles Fry and Alfred Haylor. Details of 
the massacre o( the two hist named were 
brought by the Warrimoo yesterday in 
the slut pe of an official report which Capt 
Whitten, of the schooner Ellangowan, 
has fu rniBhed to the Governor of New 
Guinea. Capt, Whitten slates that he 
gained information of the murder of 
Ohas. Fry and Alfred Huylor and two 
boys from two Kerara and two Zo na- 
tives, who were employed by the mur- 
dered men. On the 7th January Fry 
and Haylor left the police camp with six 
boys in two canoes to descend to the 
mouth of the river to await the 
arrival of the Kllangowan, due there 
about the l!0th. They had reached Pen, 
i large village on the river. Their can- 
oes were made fast to the bank and pre- 
parations were made for supper and for 
camping for the night. The cook had 
some taro cooking, and plates were laid 
out on the platform in one of the houses 
in front of Fry and Haylor. Fry told 
the boys to bring them their guns 
from the canoes, as the house was 
crowded with natives, A title and a shot 
gun were brought and laid each beside 
its owner. Immediately the weapons 
were snatched up and passed out of the 1 
house by the Mambare people. By the 
time Fry and Haylor got out ot the 
■iouso most of the natives were armed 
with cltibB and spears. The whites, with 
heir boys, made for the canoes. 
As one of the boys came out 
of the house he was speared through 
the side and killed. Four boys had 
got into the smaller canoe, and had cut 
the painter and puddled out into the 
Stream. Haylor swam out to them and 
got aboard. Fry called to them to take 
him in the canoe, but they replied that 
it was sinking. Jry and one boy were 
in the big canoe, which the Peu men 
were holding to the bank, and they were 
almost immediately clubbed and killed. 
Haylor and the> -remaining boys, now 
without firearms, then paddled down to 
the mouth of the river and pulled 
the.craft ashore near a point opposite 
the usual camp. In the "morning, after 
breakfast, canoes were seen coming 
down one of the branches of the river 
crowded with natives shouting " oroki- 
owa," which, interpreted, means peace. 
Hayior and the boys lay flat on the 
ground, endeavoring to escape discovery, 
hut they were soon espied, and the Mam- 
bare men gave a great shout, Haylor and 
the boys ran into the bush. The boys 
bid themselves in the trees, from whence 
they saw the hostile natives land. They 
found Haylor, caught him hy the arms, 
and clubbed him on the bead. They 
then dragged the body and threw it into 
the canoe. The four boyB managed to 
avoid the murderers and got down to the 
coast, where they were picked up by the 
Ellangowan and from them, the fore- 
going narrative was gleaned.

OXEOKD WINS. 



Dark Blues Win the Oxford-Cambridge Rnce 
for the Eighth Successive 
Time. 

Putney, April 3.— The fifty-fourth 
annual boat race between crews repre- 
senting the universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge was rowed to-day over the 
usual course,, from Putney to Mortlake, 
a distance of four and a half miles, 
Oxford won by barely two lengths; time, 
li! minutes 12 seconds. Oxford has now 
won 31 out of the 54 races rowed and 
has been the winner eight years in suc- 
cession. 

The weather was bad for boating, the 
sky was overcast, the wind was gusty, 
some rain fell just before the start and' 
the atLmosphere was raw and cold. Bet- 
ting was 6 to 1 on Oxford. The usual 
crowds assembled at all points of vant- 
age along the course. The rowing ex- 
perts expected that Cambridge would 
get the best of the start and that Oxford 
would lead from Hammersmith bridge 
to the finish. 

At 2 p.m., the' wind had freshened and 
was cold, promising to bo at the back of 
the crews the whole way and mailing it 
possible that the record time might be 
broken. The Cambridge men ware first 
to embark, having won the toss and 
chose the Middlesex Bide of the 
river. The start was made at 
2:24. Cambridge got oil' the mark 
sharper than Oxford and at the 
Duke's head, Cambridge, a minute 
after the start, had the nose of their 
boat in front. The light blues were 
pulling 30 to the minute, while Oxfoid 
was striking :'A with the long clear 
pull so characteristic of the 1S'.'7 
Oxford crew. it soon began to 
tell and at Clasper's Oxford was 
(juarter of a length ahead 
and coming away and was soon 
half a length ahead, which was never 
decreased. At Waldens the Oxford men 
were rowing well within their strength 
and pulling in moBt admirable style. 
They passed the Crabtree wharf three- 
fourt'hH of a length to the good. Abreast 
of Harrod's, Fernie, the Cambridge 
stroke, who was well supported, spurted 
and succeeded in slightly reducing the 
dark blue lead, although they were 
rowing in the most perfect form, which 
could not be said of Cambridge. Oxford, 
shot under Hammeisniith bridge a 
length ahead amid uproarious cheers 
from the dark blue partisans on both 
banks. There Cambridge be8a.ii to feel 
the effect of llxford's wash, and 
at the lead mills, the other 
side of Hammersmith bridge, and 
one ipile six furlongs and fifty yards 
from the start the race was practically 
over. Oxford was coming right away 
and leaving the Cambridge boat as if it 
was standing still. The dark blues had 
increased their lead to .'i lengths at 
Barnes bridge, where Oxford was still in 
perfect form, and it was very obvious 
that Cambridge bad enough of it. Some 
of the light blues were palpably dis- 
tressed. At Barnes bridge Fernie called 
for a final effort, and for a time the 
Cam bridge crew gained on theOxford. The 
latter, however, without undue spurting 
passed the judges' boat eaBy winners by 
a bare two lengths and the second beet 
time, 19 minutes 12 seconds, in which 
the race has been rowed over this course. 
The best time of 18 minutes !7 seconds 
was when Oxford won by one length and 
four feet. Cambridge finished II sec- 
onds behind Oxford. 



DIKEFl.'L PREDICTIONS. 

Killing in Armenia Will Be Renewed in the 
Spring. 

Constantinople, April 2. — It is stated 
that the offensive manner in which the 
Turkish forces were mobilized on the 
Oreok frontier is due to German oflicers, 
and it is added that all the plans of cam- 
paign entrusted to them to carry out 
have been prepared by able strategists 
in Berlin. The greatest confidence is 
felt in military circles here as to the out- 
come of any conflict between Turkey and 
Greece. In ofiieiai circles it iB declared 
that a direct agreement between Turkey 
and Greece would bo hailed with satis- 
faction by the government. According 
to a telegram received by the Turkish 
government the Armenian revolutionietu 
abroad intend to cautee the resumption 
of rioting in Anatolia about the middle 
of April, when the snows are melted. 
This is an intimation that further mas- 
sacres may be looked for about the same 
time.

Argument Opened Yesterday Before 
Mr. Justice Drake and Will 
Continue Monday. 



The action of Jamea v. the City of 
Victoria arising out of the Point Ellice 
bridge disaster, was tried yesterday 
before Mr. Justice Drake. The plaintiff 
is the widow of the late Francir T. 
.lames, who wa3 riding a bicycle over 
the bridge at the time of its collapse and 
■was killed. The facts in the plaintiffs' 
case were admitted by the defendant's 
counsel who argued that the city was 
Wider no !es>al liability to keep the 
bridge in {proper condition for traflic. 
In the statement of claim the platntiff 
averred that she was administratrix of 
F. T. James, deceased, and brought the 
action for the benefit of herself and 
children. The provincial govern- 
ment in 1885 built the Point 
Ellice bridge — that at that Lime the 
eastern or cityward abutment was 
t he only part of the bridge within the 
citv. The bridge was designed and con- 
structed for ordinary foot vehicular traf- 
lic, it was not of sufficient strength for 
tramway tratlic. In the autumn of lS'JO 
the tramway company, under the Tram- 
way Act of lSuO, constructed and oper-« 
ate'd its line over the bridge, the only 
means of communication between Es- 
quimau and Victoria. Royal Letters 
.Patent on the 8th of January, 1891, ex- 
tended the limits of the city to include 
Point Ellis bridge. Although no formal 
instrument was executed transferring 
the ownership of the bridge from the 
government to the city, still the govern- 
ment gave up and the city assumed 
all possession and control of and care 
tor the bridge from that time subject to 
the rights of the tramway company. 
After January 8, 1891, the city designed 
and executed all repairs and alterations, 
exercised full control and management 
subject to the tram company's rights, 
and kept the bridge open for the public 
to use. On May 20, 1896, ttie bridge was 
cut of repair and unsafe, and .such fact 
n aa not discernible in the least by the 
t xeYciee of ordinary care and prudence 
on the part of any person crossing, 
although discoverable by moderate in- 
vestigation on the part of the city, and 
the city never took any steps 
tn discover the condition thereof or 
to guard against danger. The de- 
fendants had good reason to believe that 
an' unusually large number of people 
would be crossing by foot, vehicle and 
tram, and that the bridge would Be sub- 
jected to extra heavy tram loads on the 
26th oi May last, and never took any 
Btepa to regulate tramway tratlic, and 
in particular the passing over the bridge 
«>!' overloaded or extra heavy cars. The 
plaintiff claimed that the bridge was 
structurally weak in the beginning and 
I). idly decayed anil out of repair, and 
that" the defendants were guilty of 
lK'iriigence. 

To these facts the corporation replied 
thvt no legal duty or« obligation was by 
law imposed upon it to keep or maintain 
the bridge in repair or fit for any kind of 
traffic, and that therefore there was an 
absence of negligence upon its part. 

.Mr. W. J. Taylor, for the defendants, 
reviewed the Municipal Acts relating to 
the city from 1862 to 1896 to show that 
there never had been a duty imposed by 
Ktatute upon the corporation to repair 
bridges; that the Municipal Clauses 
Aft, 1896, did not impose such a duty, 
bat si in ply empowered the council to 
pase by-laws relating to the repair of 
bridges. By the common law a munici- 
pality was not answerable in damages 
for injuries occasioned by defective 
bridges, and a statute placing these ex- 
cl isf\'e!y under municipal control would 
not create such a liability by the mere 
vesting of such control in the munici- 
pa ity. That not only must the duty of 
repair and maintenance be expresslyde- 
d.ired by statute, but even if declared 
auul a breach of such duty arises, a pri- 
vate individual aggrieved or injured as a 
result, is without remedy by civil pro- 
ceedings, unless the statute also express- 
ly confers a right of action upon him. 
Toe cases of Bonrke vs. The Municipal 
Council of Sydney, Privy Council Ap- 
Cases, 181)5; VValtes vs. Municipal- 
ity of Assiniboia, Manitoba Reports, 
ISS7; Saunders vs. The Holburn Dis- 
trict Heard <>f Works, queen's Bench 
Cases, 1895; Geldert vs. The Municipal- 
ity of Pieton, Privy Council Appeal 
Cases, 1898, and other cases were cited 
by counsel in support of his argument.

TOO MUCH RABBIT. 

New South Wales Government Preparing a 
Bill to Better Deal With the Pest. 

The absolute necessity of something 
being done to eradicate, or, at least, to 
check the rabbit pest in New South 
Wales has, says the Sydney Morning 
Herald, been brought prominently un- 
der the notice of pastoraliBts, settlers, 
and the Minister for Lands, owing to the 
manner in which the pest for eomo time 
past has been gradually spreading east- 
wards from the south-westerly infested 
portions of the colony. To meet the 
difficulty in some way a measure was in- 
troduced at the last session of the New 
South Wales legislature with the object 
of ensuring the destruction of rab- 
bits. It was felt, however, that Ithe 
bill could be advantageously amended, 
and Hon. J. H. Carruthers, the minister 
of lands, issued an invitation to the 
farmers unions, pastures and stock pro- 
tection boards, and selectors' associa- 
tions in different parts of the colony to 
send delegates to aconference to be held 
n Sydney for the purpose of considering 
the provisions of tlie bill. That confer- 
ence whs still being held when the War- 
i left. In the course of a speech on 
the subject, Hon. Mr. Carruthers showed 
that past governments, as well as the 1 
present one, had not stinted the expend- i 
i i ore of money in combating the ravages 
of the pest and furnished the interesting I 
information that during the past seven 
years £503,000 had been expended out of 
the consolidated revenue in the destruc- | 
tion of rabbits, whilst the total expendi- 
ture of money from all sources amounted 
to £S3 1,457, in addition to which !)5(> 
miles of barrier of wire fences had been 
erected at a cost of £50,000.

Canada is more fortunate than Aus- 
tralia in the matter of its Hag. The 
Dominion ensign has an otlicial ex- 
istence, but the Australian ensign, be- 
ing eaBtly mistaken for the white en- 
sign, only authorized for ships of the 
Royal Navy, cannot be flown, at leaat by 
vessels. The Australian mail brings in- 
telligence of the fact that the attempt 
to get the flag legalized has been dropped. 

The Dominion is the only British col- 
ony that has sent, year after year, a 
ritle team to take part in tlie shooting 
contest of the National Rifle Association 
of England. Both at Wimbledon and 
at Bisley the Canadians have been to 
the front, while the other eolonieB 
have been conapienous by the absence 
of representatives. News received from 
Australia points to the possibility that 
this state of things may be altered and 
the Canadian riflemen may this year 
have to compete with a team from New 
.South Wales. There is some talk also 
of a team being made up to represent 
Victoria, and the announcement is 
made that Mr. David Syme, of the 
Melbourne Age, has given £2,000 for the 
purpose of defraying the expenses. 

Mr. Sedden, the premier of New Zea- 
land, waB in Sydney when the mail left 
last month and was interviewed on 
various matters. He refused to talk 
much about matters appertaining to the 
colonies and the mother country, but 
with regard to 'the Pacific cable scheme 
he stated that the sooner all the colonies 
decide to take definite and conjoint 
action the better, as tlie line ought to be 
laid. 

( hir North west Mounted 1'olice with 
their gorgeous uniforms would attract 
attention in London at the celebration 
of the diamond jubilee, and a detach- 
ment should be Bent if only to compare 
with the New Zealand Mounted Hides 
who are to attend. The New Zealand 
government propose that M0 of the 
Mounted Rilles shall take part in the 
celebration. The contingent will bo pro- 
vided with outfit and a passage each 
way.

THE LIEUTENANT- 
GO VERNOR'S CRITICS 

The reference iu the Colonist to the 
fact that the Lieutenant-Governor does 
not meet with his council lias beeiv, a 
preat surprise to many people ; so great 
a surprise, in lap t, that possibly a fur- 
ther reference to the matter may he ad- 
visable iu order that the fact may be 
driven home. It is not correct to say 
that the Lieutenant-Governor is a mere 
figurehead. In him are vested certain 
prerogative?, but it may be stated as a 
general proposition that these are only 
exercised in emergencies. For instance, 
the Lieutenant-Governor, if he saw fit 
t<.> take the responsibility of the act, 
could dismiss his advisers to-morrow 
jnorning and summon any voter in Brit 
ish Columbia to form a new govern 
lueiit. lie can refuse to sdgn an order 
i;i council, but if he did bo he would 
hung about a crisis at once and 
li .■• advisers would forthwith 
b'up. Lieutenant - Governor Gordon, 
uncle of the present Governor 
General, dismissed his advisers in N'ew 
Brunswick and called on Charles Fisher 
t> f u iii a government and appeal to the 
■people on the Confederation issue. It 
was in this way Confederation was car- 
ii-d in that province. Ministers fre- 
quently avail themselves of the political 
experience or good business judgment of 
Lieutenant-! lovernors, but consultations 
with them lor such a purpose are purely 
unofficial, and be is not in the slightest 
dejree responsible for advice which he 
may so give. A Lieutenant-Governor 
nr. lit suggest a certain line of action to 
hit! advisers; they might act on it and 
he defeated. It would forthwith become 
hi.' boumlen duty to summon as his ad- 
visers the leader of the party that had 
defeated his former advisers for acting 
upon bis advice thus given. This illus- 
trates what is meant by the maxim, 
" Lie King can do no wrong,'' which 
:u>i'lies to Governors as well as to the 
Sovereign. 

Asa private individual the Lieuten 
ant-Governor has the full measure of 
liberty enjoyed by every other British 
Kibject. IL' may invest his money in 
Kiieh enterprises as lie likes. He may 
accept the presidency or a directorship 
of companies incorporated by the legis- 
lature. In fact there is nothing which 
he may not legally do that anyone else 
may legally do in a private or business 
matter. In fact every governor of every 
province in Canada, who has any money 
to span.', does this very thing. We do 
not wish to say anything that can he 
construed as a defence of or any apology 
ior Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney 'a con- 
nection with the Columbia A: Western 
[Railway Company, for to defend or 
apologize for that would be to admit 
that it needs defence or apology, and il 
calls for neither. Such refeience as we 
make to it is simply to expose the base 
and infamous character of the opposi- 
tion's attack upon him. He became a 
director oi that company aB he had a 
perfect right to do, after it had obtained 
all it had to ask from the legislature or 
the government. To deny him the right 
to do this \vould be to single him out 
from among all Her Majesty's subjects 
ainl abridge his citizenship. And yet a 
mepibcr of tho legislature, who claims to 
lie learned in the law, and who aspires 
to tho position of Attorney-General, has 
had the effrontery to allege, as 
a reason why the present ad- 
visers of the Lieutenant-Governor 
should lie dismissed, and he and bis 
associates put in their places, that the 



become interested iii that railway. His 
complaint is so monstrously impertinent 
that it can only be characterized as a 
gross breach of the privileges of the 
legislature. Would Mr. Williams have 
presumed to say to the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor's face what he said in the legisla- 
ture? Would he have dared to insinu- 
ate to the Lieutenant-Governor person- 
ally what he insolently suggested from 
his secure place on the floor of the 
house? We do not be!We it. How- 
ever, the member from Vancouver has 
this to his discredit. He will go down 
into the political history of tho Province 
aB the first man whose conceptions of in- 
tegrity and honesty are so paltry that he 
was not above insinuating that the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the Province could 
be bribed with a dinner. That is not 
the sort of fame that Mr. Williams set 
out from Vancouver a lew years ago to 
win; but if it suits him, no one need 
complain. The country haB found out 
his actual value. 

The Times last evening made another 
attack upon the Lieutenant-Governor. 
If the questions which it propounds in 
regard to that gentleman's interest iu 
the Columbia Western Railway are 
proper, there is a place where they can 
be properly asked. They are not mat- 
ters with which the legislature of British 
Columbia has anything whatever to do. 
If they are proper matters for enquiry at 
all the only place where they can be 
brought up is on the floor of the Domin- 
ion parliament. There is no method 
by which they can be properly brought 
before the local house, for that 
body has nothing whatever to do with 
the mutter. Let the " charge " against 
the Lieutenant-Governor be formulated 
and let it be brought before parliament, 
if the men who profess to believe be has 
done anything wrong aro anything-more 
than mere Bcandal-mongers. If this is 
done they win probably be told in very 
short order to mind their own business, 
Anyone who knowB anything about pub- 
lic matters is perfectly well aware that 
governors, premiere, ministers and other 
officials all the world over hold shares in 
companies and act as directors in them. 
It is needless to cite examples. The fact 
is public, open and notorious. Every- 
body knows there is nothing wrong 
about it. It ia quite natural that 
men who have ability to come to the 
front iu politics should also come to the 
front in business enterprises. Narrow, 



His teachings, be regarded as addressed 
to the common belief of the people, as 
though it were said : " Why do you re- 
fuse to accept these teachings? They 
are not new inventions.

It requires no 
effort of the imagination to suppose that 
the oratory of tho Teacher swayed the 
masses as the wind sways tho tall grasB 
The writers of the Gospels have given us 
a bare outline of events which filled up 
three years. There is no writing for 
effect, and yet the merest skeleton of the 
story tells of great triumphs of oratory. 
We look back nearly nineteen hundred 
years and having in mind the story of 
Calvary and the Resurrection read into 
the earlier part of the narrative the 
teaching of these great events. But 
the Jews, who cried out Hosanna and 
covered the ground with their garments 
so that not even the feet of the animal 
which He rode should touch the ground, 
had no thought of a crucifixion or a 
triumph over death. To them the Naz- 
arene was simply a teacher,, although 
one who spake with authority. If we 
had verbatum reports of his speeches 
it ia probable that we should find them 
full of the pathos which made Him 
weep at the grave of Lazarus, and of 
the lire that must have been in Ilia 
voice when He drove the money 
changers from the temple. Wo can 
easilv imagine how He appealed to tho 
people by the memory of their fathers, 
by the traditions of their raco, by the 
glory. of their history, to recognize the 
hand of God in all things, and we be- 
little His teaching, we destroy the sense 
of Hie doctrine, if we raise questions as 
to whether any reference in any address 
is to a literal fact or to an ancient myth 
What would we say to-day if an orator 
s'lould say of someone that, Shyloc

Atkins stayed aboard the ves- 
sel for a couple of hours and eventually 
Bpotted his man, having been told by 
Purser Young, Captain White and the 
doctor of the ship that this particular 
man was the only passenger of whom 
they did not know something, 
i At the last moment he had taken pas- 
sage on the Warrimoo ut Melbourne 
} under tho name of Frank Bruce, but 
when questioned by the police he denied 
that lie was the man wanted and said 
that he had resided continuously 
Melbourne for the past two years. 
The purser in a way seemed 
verify this statement. As Bru 
was the only man on board the 
Warrimoo who seemed to answer the 
description given, Constable Atkina tele- 
phoned to Superintendent Hussey for 
instructions and Officer McKenna was 
at once sent to the outer wdiarf to again 
question the purser and arrest Bruce 
unless the officers of tho ship could 
vouch for him. The purser and others 
refused to do this and Bruce 
was brought before Stipt, Hussey, who 
after explaining his position asked Bruce 
to account for himself and give the 
names of his former employers. Bruce 
strongly protested that he was innocent, 
but his manner and actions were 
suspicious. He began to give a 
list of his employers and the 
length of time he had worked for each 
in order that they might be telegraphed 
to by the police, but he finally found it 
was almost impossible to do this in a 
satisfactory manner and trot badly con- 
fused. 'He saw his difficulty and at last 
aaid : 

" It is no use ; I am the man you want, 
and it won't take you many hours to 
satisfy yourself on this point." 

The accused was afterwards taken be- 
fore Magistrate Macrae and formally 
charged, on the information of Superin- 
tendent Hussey, with having on or 
about the 1st day of March, 1807, at 
Charters Towers, in Queensland, Aus- 
tralia, stolen the sum of K 1,000, 
the property of the Bank of 
Australasia at Charters Towers. 
He admitted the charge and ex- 
pressed a desire to waive extradition 
proceedings and return on the Warri- 
moo. He has been remanded for one 
week and tho Australian authorities 
have been communicated with to this 
effect. A lame quantity of the stolen 
money was found on ids person and 
amongst his effects. 

The proper name of the accused is 
Charles Thomas Hay Adair, and he is a 
native of Victoria, Australia. He is 2S 
years of age and had on the voyage here 
grown quite a heard, which to the police 
had helped to disguise his identity, li 
liis capture had not been effected here 
Bruce says he would have continued on 
his trip to London, Kng.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Expenditure and Management of the Revenue and Money 
Belonging to the Corporation. 

The M unicipnl Council of the Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts as follows : - 
Sec 1 . It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay from time to time the amounts which 

become necessary I'or the services mentioned in the Statement lettered A in the Schedule 

hereto annexed. 

Sec, '_'. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay from time to time such sums of 
money as are named as being payable to the representatives of the Corporation men- 
tioned in the Statement lettered 1! in the .Schedule hereto annexed: Provided, That the 
sums in each case so paid during the year do not exceed in the aggregnte the total sums 
of money therein stated, and that the Auditor has certified to the correctness of the 
amount payable by initialing tho total sum of tho voucher. 

Sec. It shall he lawful for the Treasurer to pay to each officer of the Corporation a 
sum of money not exceeding each month the sum mentioned as allowable to each said 
officer, as per detailed Statement lettered C, and vote numbered 59, Statement J in the 
Schedule hereto annexed: Provided, That the sum paid for each month's service is not 
in excess of the monthly sum named in the said statements (unless the Council of the 
Corporation otherwise authorise) and provided that before making the payment the 
Auditor lus certified to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total 
Mini of the account. 

Sec. 4. It shall bo lawlill to pay such sums of money as may br. authorised from tune 
to time by resolution of the Council of the Corporation as are set forth in recommended 
requisitions, and-for which warrants have been authorised by the Council to be issued 
for the services mentioned in tho statements lettered I), 10, K, II, and Votes numbered 
38 to 50, both inclusive, and Votes numbered 53 to 50, both inclusive, in Statement let- 
tered 1 1 , and Votes numbured 00 to 03, both inclusive, in Statement lettered , I in the 
Schedule hereto annexed : Provided. That before making the payment the Auditor has 
certilied to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total Bum of the 
account, and that the Council has authorised the payment, and that the stuns paid and 
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authorised are not in each case in the aggregate in excess of the sums named in the 
above votes mid statements. 

Sec. 5. Notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding section of this by-law, 
it shall be lawful to make the following payments prior to obtaining the authority from 
the Council by resolution or by issuance of. a warrant:— / 

(n) To any person who has been employed by order of or for the services connected 
with either Vote 19, Statement I), or Vote 37, Statement F, or Vote CI or 63, Statement 
J, or whose services are payable out of any moneys obtained by issue of debentures for a 
special purpose, and who has been dischaigcd, or who has left the employ of the Corpo- 
ration: Provided, That the Water Commissioner, or the foreman, has certified to the 
correctness of the payment on account of Vote numbered 19 1 Statem ent D, or that the 
City Engineer has certified to (he correctness of the payment on account of Vote num- 
bered 37, Statement F, or the Sanitary Inspector has certified' to the correctness of the 
payment on account of Votes numbered (il to 03, Statement J, or the ollicer in charge of 
the works has certified to the correctness of the payment out of moneys obtained by 
the issue of debentures for a special purpose, and thai the Auditor in each case has cer- 
tified to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total sum of theaccount, 
but the Committee on finance (if such exist) is to report all such payments as soon as 
possible therealter to the Council. 

Sec. 0. It shall he lawful for Uic Treasurer to pay such sums of money for the services 
named in Votes numbered 51 or 52, Statement G, as the Mayor may direct: l*rovided, 
That the sums paid are not in the aggregate in excess of the sum hereby appropriated 
by the Council for the servicfc, and the Auditor lias marked his initials against the total 
amount of the voucher to certify to the same. 

Sec. 7. All requisitions for authority from the. Council to incur a pecuniary liability, 
or to make an application for or a payment of money, or for the issuance of a warrant to 
authorise the payment of a sum of money, are first to receive an endorsement from the 
Auditor that the funds are or will be on hand and are unappropriated and are available 
to meet the 'proposed expenditure out of the Municipal Revenue for the then current 
year, or out of money obtained under authority of sub-section MS of section 50 of the 
•• Municipal Clauses Act, 18(H)," or out of money obtained by the issue of debentures for 
the purpose applied for, and are to receive the recommendation of the Mayor, and are 
to have the approval of at least two of the members of the Standing Committee on 
Finance by their endorsement thereon before being considered by the Council. All 
checks drawn on a bank for payment of funds belonging to the Corporation are to be 
signed by the Treasurer and by the Auditor and countersigned by the Mayor of the City 
before payment. 

Sec. 8, All payments made out of the Municipal Revenue for the current year, or out 
of moneys obtained under authority of the " Annual Loan By-Law, 1897," are hereby 
ratified and confirmed. 

Sec. 9. The oflicer styled the Auditor or the Treasurer shall mean and include any 
person acting in either of those capacities, witli 1 he sanction and by the authority of the 
Municipal Council. 

Sec. 1(1. This by-law may lie cited as the '• Expenditure By-Low, 1897."

R. M.S. "Miowera" Meets Terribly 
Heavy Weather Going South 
and la Damaged. 



Yesterday was a busy day at the outer 
wharves, and the receipts of freight 
from diil'erent foreign ports were excep- 
tionally heavy. At 9:30 o'clock the 
Canadian-Australian line, just in from 
the Antipodes, sought a berth, and her 
lines were out until 2 in the afternoon. 
At K the 0. K. & N. steamship Mon- 
mouthshire, from China and Japan via 
Portland, made fast, and at 2:30 the 
San Francisco steamship Queen landed. 
From the Warimoo there were dis- 
charged 300 carcases of Australian mut- 
ton, that a Vancouver agency will dis- 
tribute aiiionu the local merchants, and 
a considerable quantity of bananas and 
miscellaneous freight. .She landed sev- 
eral passengers bound from Hon- 
olulu and Sydney to San Fran- 
cisco, but comparatively few whose 
destination was Victoria. The ship's 
complete passenger list was: Cap- 
tain and Mrs. Collin, Rev. R. ami 
Mrs. Wallace, F. Bruce, W. A. and Mrs. 
Briscol, (i. J. Searie, II. Crabtree, C. F.

It in- 
cluded SO tone of tin for cannery pur- 
poses, 50 tons of sulphur for the Victoria 
chemical works, 000 sacks of rice, 
ami a quantity of machinery for 
the Province Printing and Pub- 
lishing Company. The ship in com- 
ing stopped at William Head and I 
remained there while 59 Chinese aboard j 
aud their burgage were disinfected. She I 
will remain at the outer dock until this | 
morning, when she leaves for Comox; to 
coal for tho outward voyage. She has a 
large cargo for Oriental ports, made up 
as follows: For Honkong there are 1!),- 
730 barrels of Hour, valued at .177,038; 
1,680 bushels of beans, 2,000 pounds ol 
sturgeon sinews, 25,000 feet of lumber, 
3,000 pounds of smoked meat and 
lard, and it lot of miscellaneous freight. 
For Yokobama, 5,077 barrels of tlour^ 
valued at $22,0-18, and 57,000 feet of lum- 
ber. For Kobe there are 2, SOU barrels of 
flour, $11,081 ; for Nagasaki, 130 barrels, 
$455; for Shanghai, 100 barrels, $-100. 
Tien-Tain is down ou the manifest for 70 
cases of beer. The Hour shipments 
total 28,446 barrels, valued at $111,022, 
and the other freight aboard brings the 
total up to about $125,000.

CRETANS IN HISTORY. 

A Constant Thorn In the Side or the Peace 
of Europe.

The Cretans appear very often in his- 
tory, and very seldom to advantage. It 
is curious to roto how the same defects 
run through the records of centuries. 
Even in Homer we find Crete divided 
into numerous small states and inhab- 
ited by various races. Aristotle notes 
that the island was admirably suited 
from its position to take tho lead in the 
Creek world of that day, but it was al- 
ways too much taken up with internal 
disputes. The Cretans took no part in 
the Persian or the Pelopponesian war, or 
in any of the struggles that convulsed 
ancient Greece, but the island did not 
enjoy tranquility ou that account, for it 
was perpetually engaged in civil war. 
Polybius, writing 2,000 years ago, speaks 
of Crete in much the same tone as might 
be adopted by a newspaper editor to- 
day. In book XXIV, chapter 4, of his 
work, the tireek historian says : 

" In Crete there was the beginning of 
great troubles set in motion, if one 
should speak of a beginning of troubles 
in Crete, for, owing to the persistency of 
civil wars, and the acts of savagery prac- 
ticed against each other, beginning and 
end are much the same in Crete, and 
what appears to some people to be an in- 
credible story is a spectacle of every day 
occurrence there," 

St. PauL is even more emphatic; in his 
condemnation. He visited Crete, and 
found things in such a state of confusion 
in the church that he left Titus to put 
things in order. Writing to him after- 
wards, the Apostle quotes a hexameter 
line (one of the few classical quotations 
in the New Testament) which had 
evidently passed into a proverb. In the 
authorized version it runs: "One of 
themselves, even a prophet of their own, 
said : The Cretans are always liars, evil 
beasts, slow bellies "; and St. Paul em- 
phatically adds : " This witness is true." 
He therefore exhorts Titus to rebuke 
them sharply, and put them in mind to 
obey the magistrates, and not indulge in 
brawling. The Cretan Christians evi- 
dently retained the national character- 
istics as they do to this day. Left to 
themselves, the Cretans spent their time 
iu fighting among themselves, and their 
only chance of peace lay in subjection to 
a foreign despotism, to which their in- 
ternal feuds made them ready victims. 
The island formed part of the Roman 
empire, then of the Byzantine, and had 
been in the hands of the Saracens and 
the Venetians before, in tho 17th cen- 
tury, it was conquered by the Turks. 
For a century and a half the island en- 
joyed peace, if a despotic government of 
the worst kind can he said to be either 
peaceful or enjoyable. In 1821 it joined 
in the Greek revolution, aud drove the 
Turks to the cities, but could not drive 
them out of the island. After a struggle 
lasting for over twelve years, the' powers 
interfered aud transferred Crete to the 
government of Mehojnot All, viceroy of 
Egypt. In 1840 it was restored to Con- 
stantinople, and the result was another 
rebellion in 1855). This was of shortdur- 
ation, but another, begun in I860, gave 
the Turks a great deal of trouble. It 
cost them $40,000,000 and 50,000 men to 
suppress, and at its close the Cretans 
were granted a limited form of self-gov- 
ernment.
